A. BIG SMASH COMING? 


To ‘nid brazenly admitted that, 
between them, they had committed’ 
several gang robberies in various 
parts of the Colony, and for the 

_ Criminal Investigation Department 
to be powerless to secure more than: 
one conviction against each man, is 

‘the experience of two prisoners 
who came up separately at the 
Criminal Sessions. 

Hung Yau, svho- loaded. “guilty” 
to armed robbery of women at the 
Ath floor of No, 863, Des Voeux- 
road West, Weat Point, to the extent 
of about $1,000, on Aug. 30, told 
the Pulsne ‘Judge that he was 
“acting under the instructions of 
Lau On.” This seems to have been’ 
true in that Lau On is the mas- 
ter mind behind a gang which has 
an intricate system of admission 

“sinto its ranks. 

“1 Hung Yau. was arrested during a 
Police raid on a loft on top of No. 


142, Hollywood-roud, in the central’ 


district, on Sept. 29, when a woman 
and. another man were a taken 
into custody. 


Victims Reluctant « 


The other man’s name is Lau Cho. 

. He was charged before Mr. 

Justice Jacks and a jury with armed 

robbery at the 2nd floor of No. 31, 

Hay Wong-terrace, Kennedy Town, 

on July-21. His plea of “not 

guilty” was of no avail because the. 

' jury, after a short retirement, ‘re- 

turned a unanimous a of 
“guilty,”. 

By a coincidence, Hung Yau got 
five years’ hard labour and twelve 
strokes of the “cat” and the sen- 
tence on: Lau Cho was the same. 

Although Hung’ Yau (the man 
who admitted at the Sessions) said 
he was “acting under the instruc- 
“tions 'of somebody else,” he con- 
feseed to five or six robberies dur- 
ing the last few months, mmonily in 
the western district. . 

But because the victims have 
‘either, removed,‘ left the: Colony, 
or refrained from com{ng forward 
to identify and give evidence, the 
Police, were able’ to bring ‘only 
one conviction against. him. 

Feverish Inquirlea 
The raid was executed on a 
Saturday. On the follawing Mon- 


day the woman and the two men | 


were formally charged before Mr. 
R. E. Lindsell. - Remands were im- 
mediately applied for and granted. 
Then began a week of feverish in- 
quirles by the Police, .

As.a' result of minute investigation 
by detectives, the gang's secrets 
have come to light. 


A new member must take a 
in at least two successful rob- 
beries before he is. admitted to 
full rights. In. other, wordg, ; he, 
has to engineer two raids which ‘ 
will benefit the at hands before’ 
‘the old hands w'll, in.turn, call 
_ upon his services for some other 
job. 

To be admitted . into the ae 
‘circle. a member must have not 
less than five robberfes to. his 
credit. Admission into the inner 
circle brings In its train appoint- 
ment to a “post” with a high- 
sounding title, and confers the 
privilege of seeing the grand 
.chief in person (instead of 


through mysterious intermedi- | 


aries) and also the password into 
the gang's headquarters, believed 
to have been in Kowloon City but 
‘ never tracked down. 

From what little knowledge Y 
have’ of Triad Societies, I am. of 
the opinion that these. bombastle 
titles of officials were based on 
Triad Society literature. Beyond 
what is very meagre, however, it is 
impossible to go, in spite of the 
; daring ‘initiative shown by ‘the 
“volunteer” who waa delegated to 
steep himself in crime, “out-rob” 
the old hands, and thus attempt to 

enter the holy of holies. p 

A Volunteer’s Resource . 
Nevertheless, had st not been 
for the exceptional resourceful. 
ness of the “volunteer” ‘(who is 
caNed such for want of 2 better 
term), not even the raid would 
have been accomplished. - He took 
risks ‘and avas trusted to a certain 
extent. by some of the gang, but
